C h ic a g o , Dec. 1 7 .—Late Monday after­ 
noon the Cronin jury returned the follow­ 
ing verdict: 
“ We, the jury, find the defendant John 
F. Beggs not guilty. 
“ We, the jury, find the defendant John 
Kunze guilty of manslaughter as charged, 
and fix the punishment at imprisonment 
for three years in the penitentiary. 
“ We, the jury, find the defendants 
Daniel Coughlin, Patrick O’Sullivan and 
Martin Burke guilty of murder in the 
manner and form as charged in the indict­ 
ment, and fix the penalty at imprison­ 
ment in the penitentiary for their natural 
lives.” 
After the verdict had been read Mr. 
Forrest had the jury polled. 
To the ques­ 
tion, “ Was this and is this your verdict?” 
each juror gave an affirmative answer. 
Mr. Forrest then entered a motion for a 
new trial, and after a good deal of wrang­ 
ling, the court set Jan. 13 as the time for 
hearing arguments on the motion. 
When the verdict was about to be an­ 
nounced the five prisoners, sitting in a row 
behind their lawyers, nerved themselves 
for the ordeal. 
It was plain to a close ob­ 
server that none of them had the slightest 
idea of what was coming. 
They were 
hopeful that a disagreement had been 
reached, but the expressions on the faces 
of the jurymen and the general temper of 
the large audience convinced them that a 
verdict of some sort was looked for. 
Beggs 
took his seat on the extreme left of the 
row and clasped his chin with his left 
hand, while his right hand supported it at 
his left elbdw. 
His eyes were downcast 
and his teeth were clinched. 
Beside him 
was big Dan Coughlin, who stared into 
vacancy, 
motionless and unconcerned. 
Next 
to 
him 
sat 
O’Sullivan, 
the 
picture 
of 
despair. 
On 
his 
left 
sat 
Burke, 
who 
could 
not 
dis­ 
guise his fears. 
His mouth twitched and 
he gqzed about the court room in an ex­ 
cited manner. 
Kunze looked hopeful, 
with a face wreathed in smiling expecta­ 
tion. 
Before the clerk read the pronuncia- 
miento the court raised his eyes and looked 
over the motley row of prisoners, but his 
glance 
was 
short and quick. 
Burke 
tapped Attorney Forrest on the fhoulder 
and reached over for a whisper as to what 
he was so expect. 
Kunze leaned forward 
also, but the lawyer waved them both 
back positively and held himself in readi­ 
ness for action. 
It was quite plain that 
Forrest did not know what the verdict was 
to be. 
Sheriff Matson stood on the right of the 
row of prisoners, while behind them and 
on either side was a cordon of deputies. 
The large coart room was crowded to its 
utmost opacity, but at the moment under 
consideration all was still as the grave. 
The silence must have been intensely pain­ 
ful to the prisoners, and, indeed, it was 
to all present. 
When it was broken by 
the reading of the clerk in a loud, clear 
voice a breath of relief escaped every­ 
where. 
The name of Beggs was first 
mentioned. 
As it was spoken the last 
vestige of color left his face, and for an 
instant those watchqpg him feared he 
would collapse in a faint. 
At the words 
“not guilty” the color in his cheeks 
reapdnded slowly, but he was partially 
dazed and the sentences upon his com­ 
panions in crime were pronounced before 
he could realize his situation. 
Attorney 
Foster reached over to him and giving his 
hand a friendly grasp assured him he was 
once more a free man. 
“ What?” fashed Beggs, in a state of 
partial consciousness. 
“ You have been discharged,” repeated 
his lawyer. 
Then It was that the suspect- 
attorney rallied and realized his position. 
His face beamed with a joy and gratitude 
that only the impatient, anxious prisoner 
can feel at hearing words of liberty spoken 
to him. 
Tears leaped to his blue eyes, 
but he held them back, and at the bidding 
of his lawyer walked over to the retiring 
jurymen and thanked them for their 
verdict in his behalf. 
His release was, to 
say the least, a pleasant surprise. 
He 
expected a worse fate. 
It was some seconds before Kunze, who 
sat at the other end of the dock, realized 
his fate. 
When he did he filed up like a 
whipped child, and at once commanded 
the sympathy of the large assemblage, in­ 
cluding court, jury and lawyers. 
He 
could not long restrain the sobs that rolled 
up from his bleeding heart, and quickly 
gave vent to his grief in cries and com 
plaints. 
Kunze has been the happy-go- 
lucky, playful occupant of the dock all 
through the trial. 
By his attitude he 
convinced all that he expected to be dis 
charged, and when he buried his face in 
his hands and cried bitterly over his three 
years’ sentence, the people responded with 
smothered expressions of compassion. 
W ith the other three it was vastly 
different. 
They were unconcerned until 
they heard the verdict read, and then they, 
one and all, gave a sign of relief, and 
their faces were at once mantled in smiles 
of satisfaction. 
They had no doubt ex­ 
pected the death sentence, but on not hear 
ing it read, felt themselves in unexpected 
luck. 
In short, Burke, Sullivan and 
Coughlin were happily disappointed. 
None of the members of the prisoners? 
families were in the court room at the 
time. 
Hence there were no affecting 
scenes such as when the verdict in the 
Anarchist cases was pronounced. 
Every­ 
thing save the cries of poor Kunze was 
quiet and defiant. 
The three condemned 
men took their “ medicine” indifferently 
and smiled sarcastically when Attorney 
Forrest entered his motion for a new trial. 
The jurors refused to be interviewed. 
They had disagreed so long that they 
pledged each other solemnly that they 
would not tell to the outside world the 
character of their disagreements. 
Never­ 
theless, reporters saw a number of them 
after their discharge. 
Juror Hall said that no more time was 
taken in the jury room than was abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
It was a case of the 
greatest importance, he said, and one in 
which too much care could not be taken. 
The jurors worked honestly, industriously 
and willingly. 
Altogether there were 
taken forty ballots. 
Each ballot was 
taken, be said, only after some time had 


THE PRISONERS REM ANDED. 


Sheriff Matson 
Supervises in Person 
Their R em oval to Their Cells. 
No sooner had the argument concerning 
the fixing of a date for hearing the motion 
for a new trial been ended than the 
prisoners were removed to jail. 
They 
were strictly guarded by a squad of bailiffs 
( under the personal supervision or Sheriff 
Matson. 
On reaching the jail they were 
escorted to the cells previously occupied 
by them and securely locked up |in them— 
all except Beggs. 
As the custom is, he 
was taken back to the jail to have his 
discharge entered there and to be formally 
released 
by 
the 
jail 
authorities. 
4 The prisoners were closely followed to 
I their place of confinement by a great host 
of reporters, who were all anxious to 
interview them and learn what they 
thought of the verdict. 
They did not get 
further than the jail office, however. 
Jailer Folz, when appealed to, said the 
prisoners did not wish to see anybody. 
Soon Sheriff Matson came down from 
their cells. 
He was immediately sur­ 
rounded by the news gatherers 
and 
importuned for leave to visit them in their 
cells. 
To all such entreaties he replied 
that the prisoners had specially requested 
him not to allow any one to see them. 
They did not wish to see visitors and 
would not be interviewed. 
He thought 
he was bound to respect their wishes on 
the matter. 
“ Will you allow us to send 
notes to their coils?’ ’ he was asked by half 
a score of voices at once. 
“ Oh, yes! I don’t think there is any 
objection to that. 
You may do that if 
you wish,” he reptied, and forthwith as 
many notes were sent to their cells, ask­ 
ing for their opinions 'of the verdict and 
anything else they might 
wish to say 
about the case. 
All they desired was to 
be left alone in their , cells. 
They would 
see nobody and talk to nobody under any 
circumstances, nor woqld they I write out 
anything for 
publication. 
They owed 
nothing to the newspapers, and did not 
intend to confer any favors on any of 
them. 
Nothing remained for the report­ 
ers to do but to leave them t to , their 
thoughts. 


BEGGS GOES HOME. 


The lH ap p lest Man In the W orld ; When 
He Gets O utside the Jail. 
When John F. Beggs was taken back to 
jail he was not placed in a cell. 
While 
the formal entries of his discharge were 
being made and his effects were being 
collected he was given the freedom of the 
jail office. 
As might be expected, he was 
all smiles. 
He received the congratula­ 
tions of his acquaintances among the news­ 
paper boys with evident relish, and had 
not a word to say about anything or any­ 
body. 
When asked how he felt he re- 1 
plied: 
“Oh, all right, considering that I have 
not slept any for two nights. The suspense ' 
was something terrible, but it is all right 
now that it is all over and that I am 
cleared.” 
“How did the others stand it?” he was 
asked. 
“ Oh, they all felt it just as keenly as I 
did. 
None of them could sleep. 
It was a 
hard strain on them all, though Kunze 
was the worst. 
It told on him more than 
on any of them.” 
Mrs. Beggs was not in the jail when her 
husband was released. 
She had visited 
him in the forenoon, but had gone home 
prior to ths return of the verdict, proba­ 
bly fimgining that the strain at the crisis 
would be too much for them both. A car - 
riage was wating for him, however, at the 
entrance of the court-house, and as soon 
as Jail Clerk Price had taken a good look 
at him to see that he was the proper person 
to discharge, and handed him a large, 
square pasteboard box. containing all the 
effects he haul haul in the jail, he told him 
he might go. 
He was discharged. 
His 
attorney, W. A. Foster, met him in the 
jail yard, and warmly congratulated him 
on his acquittal, and the two passed across 
the jail yard arm in arm and out through 
the court house to the carriage in waiting, 
which they both entered and were driven 
off to Beggs’ home. 
His departure from 
the criminal court building was witnessed 
by an'immense crowd, through which he 
and his lawyer had considerable difficulty 
in forcing a passage.

Collision Retween Freight and Suburban 
Trains—Two (Railroad Officials 
Instantly K illed. 


Uncle Sam’s Cherokee Comm ission W ill 
Place Other Indians on the Strip. 


K a n s a s C it y , M a, Dec. 
17.—The act 
under which the Cherokee commission has 
been negotating for the purchase of the 
Cherokee outlet by the United States 
government permits it to arrange, in the 
event of its failure to effect a purchase, 
for the removal of other Indians from 
their reservation in the Indian territory to 
the Cherokee nation as provided in article 
15 in the treaty of 1886. 
The commis­ 
sion has concluded that it is useless to 
carry on further negotiations with the 
Cherokees for the parches of the lands 
and is now arranging for the removal of 
other Indians to the unoccupied Cherokee 
lands. 
The commission will notify Chief Mayes 
of this decision,, and will ask him to file 
his objections in the President’s office, if 
he has any. 
The m atter is left entirely 
with the President, and if he considers the 
objections invalid he may order the re­ 
moval of the Indians as indicated when­ 
ever he desires after the latter have sold 
their lands to the government and signi­ 
fied their willingness to move. 
Of the 
Indians who have signified such willing­ 
ness there are the Sacs and Fozs, Chey­ 
ennes and Arapahoe*, Wichita®, Coman­ 
ches, Kansas, Ottoes, Shawnees, Mlanais, 
Kickapoos, 
Poncas, 
and 
Shawnees. 
Accommodation for the most of these 
tribes can be found on the unoccupied 
Cherokee lands.

THE FEELING IN CHICAGO. 


In- 
Re aeons A ssigned for the Failure to 
filet the D eath Penalty. 
The verdict of the Cronin jury, an­ 
nounced in Judge McConnell’s court, by 
which Burke, Coughlin and O’Sullivan re ­ 
ceive life sentences, Kunze three years in 
in the penitentiary and Beggs is acquitted, 
has sent a 
thrill 
of 
disappointment 
throughout the world. It had been hoped, 
but it vain, that at least the three men on 
trial who were shown by the evidence to 
have been directly connected with the con­ 
spiracy to take the life of Dr. Cronin 
woald have been brought face to face 
with the death penalty. 
Had this been 
the outcome of the trial, with more mod­ 
erate sentences or even the entire acquit 
tai of the other two men involved, the 
public would have been better satisfied, 
and justice would probably have come 
nearer a victory. 
A t least, this is the ver­ 
dict of the Chicago public. 
Compromise as it is, the verdict shows 
that a jury, however it may be consti­ 
tuted, can not ignore public opinion and 
the claims of justice in this section of the 
nation. 
It finds a measure of punishment 
for all prisoners except one. 
The excep­ 
tion is, of course, a triumph for the Clan- 
no-Gael as an organization, and especially 
for camp 20. 
This is a victory which 
clouds in some degree the other results of 
the trial; for if the murder of Dr. Cronin 
has no connection in that quarter, one will 
search in vain for the motive which actu­ 
ated the assassins. 
The difficulty of selecting a jury was 
brought home to the public by the expe­ 
rience connected with that attempt, which 
became common to all newspaper readers; 
and when it was shown that the jury 
could not agree upon a verdict as to all 
the defendants there was little surprise 
among a large number of people. 
Pecu­ 
liar persons were brought together. 
Men 
holding extreme views, of marked convic­ 
tions and of pronounced opinions, of 
various lines of thought and feeling, were 
selected, with the object of reaching the 
same result. 
To this fact may be attrib­ 
uted 
the length of time occupied in 
deliberation by the jury. 
But the prin­ 
cipal obstacle in the way of the jury in 
reaching an early verdict was the fact 
that the State did not perfect the evinence 
against the prisoners in all its links; and 
while probably all the jurymen wen 
morally convinced of the guilt of most of 


(he defendants, the legal presentation of 
t was not perfect. 
Hence the mote 
onscientious would not consent to the 
loath penalty; and while on the one hand 
there was a clamor for an acquittal or 
ight sentence, there wae on the other a 
lemand that the murderers should suffer 
capital punishment. 
These views of the 
?ase account for the long deliberations of 
the jury, rather than the alleged obstin­ 
acy of any one member thereof.

The Pacific Beach road is badly 
washed away at Rose canyon, where at 
least 1,000 feet of the roadbed has been 
destroyed. 
It will boa week before trains 
will run to Pacific Beach. 
The Cuya- 
maca road was badly washed out in 
Chollas valley. 
The Coronado Belt line 
and the National City road both suffer 
from washouts. 
The race track a t Pacific 
Beach is badly damaged and the loss there 
will probably reach $20, OOO. 
O. W. Al ilspn, master mechanic of the 
Pacific Beach road; was drowned yester­ 
day. 
He started for Pacific Beach with a 
motor engine to find out the damage done 
to the track and left the engine at Rose 
canyon, and that was the last seen of him. 
His body was discovered buried in mud. 


THREE INJURED. 


Collision on the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois. 
Chicago, Dec. 17.—The city fire depart­ 
ment was notified about 9 o’clock Monday 
morning that in a train wreck on the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois near Oakdale 
four persons 
were 
killed and many 
injured. 
The train is said to have caught 
fire and many persons were injured by the 
flames. 
One or two persons are also 
said to have been roasted to 
death. 
The fire engines from Englewood and 
South Englewood have been called for. 
An order was sent to Englewood to have 
every physician in that suburb sent to the 
scene of the wreck to care for the suffer­ 
ing. 
Oakdale is a small suburb about two 
miles from South Englewood, or about 
nine miles from Chicago. 
The train 
wrecked is said to have been one in the 
suburban service. 
L a t e r— Only three men were injured 
in the wreck. 
The cause' of the accident 
was the collision of 
a 
south bound 
freight c .r 
a north bound suburban. 


Ten T o n s 
Nitro-Glycerine Cjxpiode.

17.—Three 
separate glycerine magazines blew up this 
morning at North Clarendon, about seven 
miles above Warren. 
The amount of 
glycerine exploded was over ten tons. 
The magazines were owned by the Rock 
Glycerine company, John Kuhn and Mr. 
McKay. 
The explosion set fire to two 
25,000-barrel tanks full of oil belonging to 
the National Transit company. 
They are 
still burning and will be total losses. 
Several oil derricks were also burned. 
No 
one so far as can be learned was injured. 
Nearly every window in Clarendon was 
broken and much damage was done to sur­ 
rounding property. 
No cause is assigned 
for the accident. 
The lose Is estimated at 
$100,000. 
Oil men claim it to be the 
largest explosion of the kind in the his­ 
tory of the oil region.

Ind ian Corn. 
Early estimates of the Agricultural 
Department placed the corn crop of 
this year at 2,000,000,000 bushels, but 
according to the Louisville Courier 
Journal, later calculations, made by 
those who have bestowed laborious in­ 
vestigation upon the subject, raise tho 
figures to 2,267,292,000 bushels. 
If 
the latter be correct, the Indian corn 
yield of 1889 will be considerably the 
largest ever known. 
Indian corn is 
really our most important crop, al­ 
though there is less said about it than 
wheat, since it Is not used in foreign 
countries, being consumed entirely at 
home, principally by the farmers that 
raise it. Wheat is used for exchange 
and produces a money circulation, 
while corn does not to a great extent. 
Should all the wheat raised this year 
be placed in the market, 
its salable 
value, at present prices, would be al­ 
most $100,000,000, but that of corn 
would 
bo 
$700,000,000. 
The 
center 
of 
corn 
production 
is 
moving westward almost 
as rap­ 
idly as that of wheat. 
This is due to 
two causes. The first, apparent to all, 
is tho recent settlement of the Western 
prairies, and the other is the failure of 
the corn yield to increase in the East 
arn States of the Mississippi Valley 
The latter is produced by causes per­ 
fectly natural, since as a State becomes 
thickly populated the farmers no lon­ 
ger confine their attention to one or 
two great agricultural staples, but di­ 
versify their crops, and conduct a varied 
and extensive tillage. They find it 
more profitable to raise vegetables and 
fruits for the great cities, grow vine­ 
yards, establish dairies, plant orchards, 
tod by producing many small things 
Acquire more of wealth than they could 
from one great crop. Because a State 
Is the first in the production of wheat, 
cotton or corn, does not prove that 
It is more prosperous than a neighbor 
which is first in nothing, but second or 
third in many things. 
Saving but few and small markets 
top a varied agriculture, the North­ 
western States beyond the Mississippi 
are forced to raise the great staples 
which admit of easy shipment to dis­ 
tant pointy. Although tobacco is her 
Btaple, Kentucky still holds very re­ 
spectable rank as a corn-growing State. 
Its crop this year being placed at 97,- 
000,000 bushels, the largest in her his­ 
tory. 


L ive S to c k Ite m s. 
The Poland Chinas are among prime 
favorites with feeders for 
market.

Tho world’s record for high horse- 
jumping was broken at the Great 
American Horse-Show in Chicago, one 
of the contestants, Rdseberry. clearing 
the bars at six feet eleven anil three- 
fourths inches. 
The return of animals sold r.nd un­ 
sold at Bollinasloo Fair, Ireland, as 
well as tho prices obtained for neat ly 
every description of stock, afford (says 
a correspondent) strong proof of the 
increasing prosperity of the country. 
Tho importations of horses from 
England this year, as reported in the 
London Live-Stock Journal, are less 
than last year, the number of stallions 
this year being 624 against 568 last 
year, and of mares, 817 against 651 
last year. 
In addition to boing excellent feed 
for hens, tho seeds of sunflowers are 
pronounced remedial to feed horses 
afflicted with heaves. A correspondent 
wrote tho Journal of tho National Ag­ 
ricultural Society of Victoria, Aus­ 
tralia, 
“I wish all horsemen knew 
the value of sunflower seed. 
It is not 
only one of the best remedies for 
heaves, but a horse which has recently 
foundered can be entirely cured by be­ 
ing given half a pint twico a day for a 
while in his feed.1' 
The new head of the English De­ 
partment of Agriculture, Mr. Chaplin. 
seems to be not quite above criticism. 
The London Live Stock Journal prods 
him kindly in the following in the fol­ 
lowing: 
“The Board of Agricultures 
issues its first leaflet relating to live 
Stock, and we regret that we cannot 
congratulate it upon any more wisdom 
in selection than prevailed when this 
work was performed by tho Agricul­ 
tural Department. It caA serve no 
good purpose to scatter such state­ 
ments over the country. Mr. Chaplin 
should look over tho literary matter 
sent out from his Department.”

On a small plot of ground enough

I am aware that this state­ 
ment may seem a rather broad one, 
but those who have a “little garden, 
well tilled,” will bear me out in the as­ 
sertion. 
It is surprising to those who 
have had no experience in this line to 
find out how much can be grown on a 
very small piece of ground, if proper 
attention i9 given. It does not require 
such an amount as one often imagines 
it must, because the regular use of it 
| on the table has a tendency to prevent 
a s great indulgence in it as would nat­ 
urally be the case were it used only as 
a delicacy brought out on extra occa­ 
sions. Used regularly, it becomes a 
sort of appetizer, and really acts as a 
Dnic of the bc§t kind. 
Its pleasant 
acid tones up the system and whets the 
appetite for a keener appreciation of 
more solid food. 
It is a direct aid to 
digestion, and those who eat of it regu­ 
larly are seldom troubled with those 
ailments which call for pills and phys­ 
ics. Tho fruit eater is seldom bilious. 
By all meaqs set out plenty of small 
fruit. Have a row of currants, a bed 
of strawberries, raspberries along the 
fence, and grapes wherever a support 
can be arranged for them. 
If yoq have 
never tried your hand at small frqit 
culture, make up your mind to experi­ 
ment in it, and the chalices are, if you 
take care of the “vehturd*’ with which 
you start out, yea will he so well 
pleased with ^ytfur success, that in a 
year or twtfyou will “branch out” un­ 
til you have all the fruit your family 
reqqifes. 
It is just as easy to care for 
den of this kind, says a writer in 
s Magazine for November, as it is 
to properly cultivate a field of corn, 
hut most farmers have got ai'l idea in 
/their heads that it is puttering work, 
and nothing will get this idea? out oi 
their heads except a trial, which will 
be sure to convince them that no other 
part of the farm pays so well, all things 
considered as a good garden. 


Salting* B a tte r W ith B rin e . 
Relative to salting butter with brine, 
Mr. Gilbert of Richland, N. Y., said 
at a recent dairyman’s meeting: 
“My 
experience is limited, but I believe the 
butter docs not keep as welL 
Two 
years ago, on the 12th of July, I 
packed two tubs of one churning, be­ 
ing the same cream, and churned in 
the same manner. One tub was salted 
in tho usual way, the other packed. 
Upon opening these tubs on the 16th 
day of December, tho butter that was 
salted with brine was almost worth* 
less, while that whidh was packed in 
the usual way was just as fresh as the 
day it was put down.”
